Tunisia Next Goal

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN NORTH AFRICA, 
Noy. 11.—(BUP)—American forces have won full control 
of Morocco and Algeria in a lightning 76-hour offensive and 
tonight were driving eastward toward Tunisia. 


The American operation was completed at 7 a.m. today 
when Casablanca, the sole remaining point of. resistance in 
the two French colonies capitulated. 

Even before the French North African colonies gave up 
their brief fight, an American column was pushing east to- | 
ward Tunisia where Nazi airborne troops and plane units al- 
veady are operating. 


By tonight the American forces had occupied a for- 
ward base at Bougie, 110 miles east of Algiers. 


(Vichy reports indicated a second American column was 
driving southeast from Algiers, toward the Tunisia border. 
Nazi propaganda accounts claimed this force already was in- 
side Tunisia.)

future date. 


SAME TREATMENT 

There was little doubt that, as 
took over all of 
France, the entire French industry 
would be converted to his war ef- 
fort.

The Tunisian move seems design- 
ed primarily to delay the advancing 
Americans and help save the rem- 
nants of Marshal Erwin Rommel's 
shattered Afrika Korps in Libya.

American forces are reported to 
have crossed the Tunisian frontier, 
in line with President Roosevelt's 
announcement that they intended 
to do so, and the first direct land 
clash between German and Ameri- 
can forces is imminent. 


HITLER’S PROBLEM 


The co-incident Italian occupation 
of French Corsica apparently is de- 
signed to protect Italy’s northwest 
ern flank from invasion rather than 
a move toward Africa, since the 
Axis already is established in 
Italian Sardinia to the south. 


Hitler's problem is manifest. He 
no longer is in the position of 
being able to call the play and 
force the Allies on the defensive 
at the spot he chooses. 

Hitler was forced to march into 
southern France and will have to 
improvise coastal defences. He has 
little chance of matching the power- 
ful fortifications of the northwest- 


ern French and Belgian coasts 
before the Allies are ready to 
attack, if they do select France for 


the next phase of the second front. 

Hitler's problem does not end 
there, however. The Allies 
freedom of choice and do not have 
to attack through France. Sicily and 
Italy lie within inviting range of 
Tunisia. Then there is the Balkan 
Peninsula, through Greece and 
Jugoslavia 
WIDE DISPERSAL 

If all possible points for an Allied 
invasion of southern Europe are to 
be protected, it means wide dis- 
persal of the Axis forces and 
consequent lessening of the power 
to resist. 

If Italy is to be defended, Hitler 
will be obliged to come to the aid 


of the Italians. That would require | 


diversion of heavy forces to guard 
the Italian coast from the Plains of 
Lombardy to the southern shore of 
Sicily. It could not be done without 
dangerously thinning other fronts, 
notably Russia. 

Another problem Hitler has 
brought upon himself is the re- 
action of the French fighting 
forces, land and naval, to the oc 
cupation of the whole of France. 
These is some prospect that the 

French troops in all North Africa 
may swing to the Allied side, now 
that they have not even the shad 
owy Vichy government for leader- 
ship. The navy, too, might follow 
Darlan if he changes allegiances

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Tomorrow’s Duty 


Democracy should function in Edmon- 
ton tomorrow, when the electors will be 
called upon to choose five members of the 
city council, three members of the public 
School board, and five members of the sep- 
arate school board. 

It will function if and in proportion as 
the electors go to the polls and mark bal- 
lots for the candidates of their choice. It 
will not function in any real sense if only 
a minority take the trouble to exercise 
their franchise, 

To vote is a privilege which Canadians 
enjoy because men have died and are dy- 
ing today to preserve our freedom to gov- 
ern ourselves, Should we lose this war we 
would lose the right to freely choose the 
men to make and administer our laws, 
municipal, provincial and federal. 

Whether we vote or do not vote tomor- 
row will not win or lose the war. But fail- 
ure to vote, if voting is at all possible, is 
something akin to betrayal of the principle 
for which. our young men are staking their 
lives and for which we are paying, war 
taxes and buying war bonds. If a vote is 
worth fighting for it is,surely worth poll- 
ing. 

At the recent provincial by-election 
only 37 per cent of the qualified voters 
went to the polls. That was a reflection 
upon the interest of Edmonton people in 
provincial affairs. Democracy did not fune- 
tion on that occasion. It defaulted. 

The conduct of the city’s business is a 
matter of personal concern to every resi- 
dent. This determines how much each one 
must pay in taxes, how the city services will 
be carried on, how well or ill the streets 
will be kept, whether the civic policies will 
be forward-looking and constructive or re- 
actionary and harmful. 

No qualified elector should fail to get 
to the poll and mark his ballot tomorrow, 
for whichever of the candidates he thinks 
best fitted to protect and advance the city’s 
interests. That is an obligation of good 
citizenship which must be either kept or 
shirked. There is no middle course of par- 
donable evasion. Every voter owes it to 
himself, to the candidates, and to the city, 
to get out and vote. 


Vichy leolated France 


Washington did not break off relations 
with Vichy. Vichy did the breaking. 


Ottawa took the same course; left. it 
to Laval and his associates to decide 
whether or not they should continue to be 


treated as representing France. When 
these men ordered their armed forces in 
North Africa to wage war against the Al- 
lied troops sent to protect those French 
territories from the Axis, they made their 
choice. They thereby put themselves de- 
finitely and militarily on the side of the 
Axis, and against Canada and its Allies. 

It only remained for Ottawa to form- 
ally recognize the breaking of relations 
which Vichy thus brought about. The last 
remaining official link between France and 
the Allies is now gone. 

In his statement on Sunday, Prime Min- 
ister King was careful to not say that these 
relations would be terminated, or that they 
would not be. It was left to Vichy to say— 
which it did say by act when it ordered war 
against the Allied forces. The onus thus 
rests with Vichy. 

The instinctive thing of course would 
have been to dismiss the Vichy representa- 
tive at Ottawa long ago, and order our re- 
presentative at that Axis outpost home. 
But instincts, like ‘intuitions’, and not safe 
guides to action in the field of international 
politics. Had that been done, Laval could 
pose as a patriot and declare the Allies had 
taken a hostile attitude toward France. 

Illegitimate as it is, treacherous as it 
is, corrupt as it is, the cabinet at Vichy 
is the only alleged French authority that 
exists in France. There is no other body 
having either legal right or actual power 
to speak for the people of that country. 
While diplomatic connection was maintain- 
ed between the Allies and Vichy, French- 
men could not be told that the Allies were 
making war against France. They could 
have been told that, and would have been 
told that, if Canada and the United States 
had taken the initiative in breaking this 
connection. 

They cannot be told that now. It was 
the cabinet at Vichy, not the Allies, that 
cut France off from friendly official con- 
tact with the Unitetl Nations. Frenchmen 
know now that Laval is the man who iso- 
lated France from the countries which are 
fighting to restore it to the independence 
and the territorial status it occupied little 
more than two years ago.

Things to Remember 


In his addreas yesterday to the men’s 
Canadian Club, Hon. H. H. Stevens stressed 
two points which not only deserve atten- 
tion but which need to be remembered for 
future guidance. 

One was in respect to the bureaucracy 
which of necessity had to be built up to 
direct and energize the nation’s war effort. 
This is foreign to democratic ideals, a tem- 
porary adoption of totalitarian methods 
neither needed nor tolerable in peacetime. 

With the end of the war, whenever that 
may come, there will have to be a demobil- 
ization of the regimenting machinery to 
which the country is submitting now as 
one of the penalties of war. Only if and so 
far aw that is done will we escape falling 
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under the idea of state supremacy over the 
individual against which we are now fight: 
ing. 

The other point was the demonstration 
which the Canadian people have given of 
their financial capacity. No achievement 
made by Canada during the war has been 
more notable than this. Had anyone said 
in pre-war years that Canadians. could 
raise $3,000,000,000 in a single year by 
taxation and loans, he would have been 
laughed at—or railed at. Yet we are doing 
that very thing in this year of 1942. 

This discovery of the latent resources 
of our national credit must not be allowed 
to be ignored when peace returns. Should 
we again have to face world conditions 
like those of the early “thirties” we can do 
so with definite knowledge that we are not 
helpless victims of “inexorable” misunder- 
stood economic laws. 

A country that can finance a million 
and a half men for the purely destructive 
operations of making and using up mach- 
inery of war can finance any necessary 
number of workers in productive enter- 
prise. As we are doing so without allow- 
ing inflation to run wild, neither need we 
allow deflation to plunge the nation into 
poverty when another spasm of world de- 
pression occurs.

At their general meeting in Cal- 
gary the teachers passed a resolu- 
tion to the effect that any teacher | 
accepting a salary of less than 
$1,000 would be considered guilty 
of unprofessional conduct, Mr 
Ottewell pointed out 

The Alberta School Trustee ex- 
ecutive was called together after 
that, and had agreed that the teach- 
ers by their action had made free 
negotiation between boards and 
teachers impossible, he stated 


AVERAGE SALARY 


Mr. Ottewell pointed out that the 
average teacher's salary in Alberta 
in 1936 was $962 and in 1941 it was 
$1,082. 

“As a result of the situation there 
has been the one thing on our 
favor, namely that never before 
have the Alberta school trustees 
been so united in purpose and so 
resolute in intention. The im- 
mediate cause of this condition is, 


however, one which we note with 
deep regret.” he added 
Percy G. Davies, chairman of the 


finance committee brought before 
the convention a proposal asking 
for the expansion of the A.S.T.A. 
program to be made possible by 
raising the annual fees of trustee 
boards to a level two-and-a-half 


times the present proportions. 


IF ADOPTED 


If the recommendation is adopted, 
he stated, the association will have 
about $10,000 instead of $4,000 an- 
nually for expanding its operations. 

The recommendation as presented 
by Mr. Davies on behalf of the 
executive was passed unanimously 

It was pointed out that expansion

Book Dedicated 
At Ceremony 


OTTAWA, Nov. Il. (CP) ~~ 
Official Canada turned aside from 
thrilling and momentous war de- 
velopments today to dedicate a 
work of art designed to remind 
men, through generations of 
peace, of those who died in an 
other war, 


In the memorial chamber on 
Parliament Hill the: governor-gen- 
eral, accompanied by Prime Min 
ister Mackenzie King and in the 
presence of cabinet ministers and 
others, pronounced the dedication 
of the Book of Remembrance which 


contains the names of 66,651 Cana- 
dians who died in the First Great 
War. 


ALTAR BRITISH GIFT 

Mr. King recalled that the altar. 
in which the book was placed and 
which is the central feature of the 
memorial chamber is the gift of 


the people of the British Isles. The 
altar had been dedicated by the 
then Prince of Wales in 1927 and} 
designed to hold the book which 
has since been completed, He in- 
vited the Governor-General, who 
was in uniform and accompanied 
by Princess Alice, to perform the 
dedication of the book. 


His Excellency read the Latin 
inscription at the front of the 
book: “In memory of our kins- 
men who, serving in the armed 
forces in that most memorable 
of all wars which broke out far 
from Canada, freely gave their 
lives.” 

“In the name of the people of 
Canada, I dedicate this beautiful 
book,” said the Governor-General, | 
to commemorate the loyal service 
and sacrifice of all Canadians in 
War, 1914-1918, and that 
whose names are written) 
therein may be held in perpetual 
memory.” 


RESTS UNDER GLASS 


The book was then placed in the) 
space prepared for it, by four re- 
presentatives of the fighting ser- 
vices who served in the last war— 
the navy, military, air and nursing

LAST 100 DAYS 


And then, in 1918, there was that 
series of bewildering, rapid battles 
that collectively referred to as The 
Last 100 Days, brought final tri- 
umph, With the Canadian Corps as 
the spearhead, Marshal Foch drove 
through from Amiens to Mons, 
sweeping across the rivers Scarpe, 
Cojeul, Sensee, the Canal du Nord, 
Escaut Canal, past Cambrai, Douai, 
Denain, Valenciennes, and sweep- 
ing several miles beyond Mons be- 
fore the Armistice became effect- 
ive 

Yes, all these and more memories 
were recalled as Edmontonians paid 
tribute to the 66,500 Canadians who 
lie In Flanders Fields among those 
red poppies they knew so well.

That is good advice, and 
may I say that there is nothing so 
effective in the loosening of the 
shackles and prison houses of anti- 
quated systems as the explosive 
power of a New Idea. I would like 
you to kindle a torch at this time 
that will lighten up the whole of 
Canada, and break down the strong- 
holds of traditionalism and blind 
prejudice. 

In previous statements I pointed 
out that as we face the future at 
this eritical time in our country’s 

| history, we have every encourage- 
ment to press on to victory, So let 
us put away all this gloomy and 
discouraging propaganda! It should 
have no place in the great task 
which confronts us. On our side we 
have the ideals of God's light, of 
| Christianity and of goodwill to all 
|} men. Furthermore, let us rejoice in 
| the divine promise, that in this con- 
flict, between paganism and Chris- 
tianity, Anglo-Saxon Israel is togbe 


lused as His great battle-axe to 
| bring victory. That ought to give 
us much assurance.

What we need today, and need 
urgently, is a revitalization and 
strengthening of our morale.

Unless the people, all the people, 
have a deep conviction about the 
objective, for which they are 
fighting and sacrificing, how can 
we expect to have the invincible 
national unity and the high de- 
gree of morale essential to a 
total war effort? 

Who, do you expect, would be 
enthusiastic in trying to preserve 
and perpetuate the miserable. anti- 
quated and un-Christian order of 
social injustice and oppression 
which we had before the war, with 
all its evils of poverty, unemploy- 
ment and general insecurity? Do 
they appeal to you? Would you like 
to see a return ‘of that poverty, 
that unemployment and that 
nomic insecurity? Would you ex- 
pect the men of our, fighting forces 
to go into battle with much zeal if 
it was only to uphold a system 
which has so little to be said in its 
favor, and which has created so 
much want, so much suffering, so 
much havoc among the young and 
the old in a world of abundance? 
There is only one answer to these 
questions. 


PRE-WAR SYSTEM 


Yet after more than three years 
of war, and after three years of 
vague, indefinite, ineffective bab- 
blings, about a new post-war order, 
and in the-face of the general reali- 
zation that unless we lay the founda- 
tions of a new democratic order 
now, during the war, it will be too 
late afterwards, there is nothing in 
sight but the disastrous, undesir- 
able features of the old inadequate 
and discredited pre-war system as 
strongly entrenched as ever 

We have the same old taxation 
and debt systems, the same old 
money monopoly, the same devast- 
ating wage system. We have the 
| same old line political patronage, 
the same old price manipulations, 
and the same disastrous treatment 
of agriculture, These have nearly 
wrecked our civilization and econ- 
omy in the past. Surely this is well 
known to everyone. 


No wonder people are asking, 
“How in the world can we expect 
this system which created such 
havoc in peace time to serve us 
efficiently under war conditions? 
And what is going to happen if 
we continue to preserve it until 
after the war? How on earth can 
we hope to build a new demo- 
cratic order to give us the results 
we want on such a foundation, 
when before the war, it produced 
the very opposite to the results 
we desired?” 

Can you blame the people for 
thinking and talking like that? No 
wonder there is so much uneasiness 
so much apprehension abroad about 


| the future. People are not satisfied
